The opportunities

study our Government as a trust, the officers as 
trustees, and the conduct of public afTaiis as 
they shall be administered for the benefit of 
the people, is at\hand—not tomorrow, or next 
week, but today . 
Any one, who thinks the Government does 
not change is sadly mistaken. Read Hoover and 
Smith’s speeches of acceptance. 
The tariff was formerly a subject of terrif- 
fic political debate, but thus far in this campaign 
it is difficult to distinguish much difference 
between the Republicans and Democrats with 
regard to this'question. 
When the y oungest voters of today were 
born all country roads were dirt roads. Now our 
highway s constitute one of our great economic 
and social questions. 
As late as ten y ears ago capital fought la­ 
bor over “ collective bargaining." Capital and 
labor, as represented in 
railroads 
and 
other 
great industrial employ ments, assailed injunc­ 
tions and bitter controversies raged, and there 
were many desperate industrial struggles. To­ 
day both the presidential nominees are cham­ 
pioning collective bargaining, and they are not 
far apart regarding strike injunctions. 
Only since the war has agriculture been re­ 
garded as' a great problem to be dealt with 
through national legislation. Nearly one-half 
of the people who operate farms today rent 
them, which is a very different condition as 
compared with twenty -five y ears ago when the 
farms were owned and operated by the men 
who lived on them. The intelligent thought in 
both of the political parties is being directed to­ 
wards finding a way to put agriculture in the 
same advantageous position that exists in other 
industries. 
The development of inland waterway s, par­ 
ticularly through the Great Lakes and the St. 
Lawrence to the sea, has suddenly become a 
paramount issue before the American people. 
Like the subject of farm relief it has been 
pushed in the background for many y ears. Now 
it is a SOrt of a ‘‘rider’* in behalf of “ farm re­ 
lief’’, to help the middle west. 
,, 
Engineers dp not regard the task to be as 
difficult, neither will it be as expencive as the 
Panama Canal where giant explosives removed 
hills, and let the water through, just as the ex­ 
plosives will deepen the channels through the 
Great Lakes and the St. Lawrence, and this 
» work will be followed up by the building of locks 
to regulate the rise and fall 
of canals and water­ 
way s. 
r ., 
It has already been shown that the farm­ 
ers can ship ther wheat 
through 
the 
Great 
Lakes to Europe and save ten cents a bushel in 
freight, if they are given the deep channel by 
way of the St. Lawrence to the sea. 
, 
These are a few instances that show why 


every American citizen should study his, or her. 
political primer—without heat, or prejudice, dur­ 
ing the campaign months, while all the great 
subjects of Government are being discussed by 
able men in both parties, by help of the new 
radio, and the new talking moving pictures. 


AIRMAIL INCREASE 
In the first three weeks of operations since 
the air mail postage rate was reduced, Nation­ 
al Air Transport, Inc., carried an increase of 
40,611 pounds of air mail compared to the coi- 
responding period of the previous month. In 
the first 21 day s of J uly 45,570 pounds, were 
handled; in the first 21 day s of August, 86,181 
pounds. That is almost doubling the volume. 
Besides fly ing one round trip nightly be­ 
tween Chicago and Dallas and operating a day 
round trip between Chicago and Kansas City , 
the company operates two round trips in each 
direction between New York and Chicago, one 
iij day light, the other at night. During the 
first 21 day s in August it was necessary to send 
twenty -five double sections 
on 
84 
scheduled 
flights. 
On one day nearly six tons of mail was car­ 
ried, the extra bulk being motor car advertis­ 
ing from Detroit, and extra ships to be sent to 
care for this load.

WHAT A BIG WHEAT SURPLUS 
DID 
(Portland Oregonian) 
One of the great dangers to 
which farmers’ cooperatives are 
exposed has been realized 
by 
the grain growers 
of Canada 
since their co-operative 
com­ 
pany held 
over eighty -seven 
million bushels of wheat 
from 
the crop of 1927 to be sold in 
the season of 1928. With another 
crop of almost half a 
million 
bushels in sight, they have in 
prospect another surplus to add 
to the carry over. Menaced by a 
double Canadian surplus, down 
went the price of wheat, not on­ 
ly in Canada but in the United 
States and Europe. The probab­ 
ility is that Canada will realize 
less in the aggregate from the 
1927 surplus and the 1928 crop 
combined than it would 
have 
realized by selling the 1927 sur- 
nius at prevailing prices before 
the 1928 crop was made. 
This experience of 
Canada 
illustrates the truth that 
the 
surplus problem 
is 
two-fold, 
Granting that production 
of 
.some surplus is unavoidable and 
that some surplus is desirable to 
carry over from season to sea- j 
son; success in marketing 
the 
crop'to the best advantage 
of 


the grower depends on restrict­ 
ing the surplus 
to manageable 
proportions. It should not be so 
large as to entail inordinate cost j time, 
for carry ing over or to have ser­ 
ious bear influence on the price 
for the next crop. To limit the 
surplus, restriction of 
acreage 
sown is necessary , which 
re­ 
quires diversion of acreage 
to 
other crops. 
The Canadian wheat belt 
is 
constantly expanded by 
new 
settlers who break up new land 
and are impatient to produce a 
crop, no matter what the price, 
and all turn to wheat. In 
the 
United States there is little op­ 
portunity to increase acreage of 
wheat except by diversion from 
other crops, and there is oppor­ 
tunity in many districts to dir 
vert from wheat to other crop*. 
Then it is practicable in 
this 
country to devise a sy stem 
of 
surplus control that would con­ 
trol production as well as mar­ 
keting of the surplus.

The answer to Mr. Durant’s 
query is simple, but so is the an­ 
swer to the quest for perpetual 
motion. To solve the latter, all

London, Sept. 1—(U.R)—Search­ 
ing for lost tra ns-a tlantic flyers 
has become an im p o rtant item 
in th e expense 
of 
operating 
ocean liners. 
Ev en when a flight is success­ 
ful, ships along th e route taken 
by th e av iators are obliged 
to 
prov ide an extra w atch and to 
com m unicate th e position of any 
’plane sighted. T his is cheerful­ 
ly done, of course, and ships are 
div erted from th eir courses just 
as cheerfully w hen th e word is 
receiv ed th a t a ’plane h as been 
lost. B ut th e expense to 
the 
shipping com panies is far g reat­ 
er th a n the laym an would 
im ­ 
agine. 
If a liner spends one day seek­ 
ing a lost airplane, th e shipping 
com pany m ust bear a t least the 
following loss: one day’s 
extra 
pay for th e crew; one day’s ex­ 
tra food for passengers; fuel for 
one extra day; one day lost 
in 
port before th e retu rn 
sailing. 
Then, too, passengers m ay miss 
connections in port 
or 
suffer 
business losses; th e officers and 
crew are forced to work 
under 
nerv ous 
tension 
during 
th e 
search and in attem p ting to re­ 
gain lost tim e a fter 
th e ship’s 
course is resum ed. 
Officials of shipping com pan­ 
ies do not com plain of this ex­ 
tra expense. Sav ing liv es is p a rt 
of th e tradition of th e sea. There 
is no th o u g h t of com pensation. 
A rem em brance for th e captain 
or a donation for th e crew of a 
liner m ay be m ade in all sincer­ 
ity, but it is nothing com pared 
w ith th e expense of a 
rescue. 
M any ships w hich 
leav e 
th eir 
courses too late to be of serv ice 
are not ev en m entioned 
w hen 
the new spapers tell th eir th rill­ 
ing story of w hat th e av iators 
th o u g h t about while w aiting to 
be sav ed. 
“The actual cost of m aking a 
rescue at sea can hardly be es­ 
tim ated,” a spokesm an for 
the 
U nited S tates Lines 
in London 
told the U nited 
Press. 
If 
a 
stranded airplane sends out an 
SOS. all th e ships w ithin reas­ 
onable distance answ er th e call 
a t full steam . B ut th e 
’plane 
m ay drift from 50 to 100 miles 
before it is sighted. The 
first 
ship on th e scene will adv ise the 
others if th eir help is not need­ 
ed. 
“Suppose th a t th e L ev iathan, 
w ith 1,000 passengers and 
800 
crew, loses a day in seeking 
or 
rescuing a tra ns-a tlantic ’plane. 
A conserv ativ e estim ate, w ithout 
counting a day lost in port be­

W hen th e coffin is com pleted 
it will be sent to 
A frica 
and 
transported far into th e in te r­ 
ior on the shoulders of native 
carriers.

In the first three weeks of operations since 


the air mail postage rate was reduced, Nation- 
al Air Transport, Inc, carried an increase of 
40,611 pounds of air mail compared to the cor- 
responding period of the' previous month. In 
the first 21 days of July 45,570 pounds, were 
handled; in the first 21 days of August, 86,181 
pounds. That is almost doubling the volume. 


Besides flying one round trip nightly be- 


tween Chicago and Dallas and operating a day 
round trip between. Chicago and Kansas City, 
the company operates two round trips hi each 
direction between New York and Chicago, one 
iij daylight, the other at night. During the 
first 21 days in August it was necessary to send 
twenty-five double sections on 84 scheduled 
flights.

ried, the extra bulk being motor car advertis- 
ing from Detroit, and extra ships to be sent to 
care for this load.

- Last Saturday I rode through 
the famous towns of Fairview 
and Fahnouth 
and 
recalled 


early chttdhobd when the Fair- 
view Academy was as famous 
as is Butter now, though not so 
highly endowed nprlavisnly sup- 
ported. 
This academy 
was 


founded in 1849 by Harry S. 
Pritchard and. W. W. Thrasher. 
Their efforts were ably support- 
ed by the community, and at a 
called meeting $1200 was pledged 
and William Shawhan donated 
the ground, some four 
acres, 


upon which to build It. The 
building committee was com- 
posed of W. W. Thrasher, Will- 
iam Shawhan and 
Greenburg 


Rush. Stamper White and 
his 


brother Alfred, built the school 
building. At this particular tune, 
it was fortunate for those con- 
cerned, that a young graduate 
of Bethany College, Pa., was 
visiting hi the 
neighborhood. 


This was A. R. Benton, and El- 
der Pritchard met him at E. S. 
Frazee's. Benton made so favor- 
able an impression, that he was 
employed to take charge of the 
academy and school was begun 
before the building was finished, 
by using the office _of Dr. Sph- 
raim Clifford. 


The school was a success from 


the start and when it reached 
its zenith, there was no other 
school in the west that gave such 
opportunities to ambitious young 
students as did Fairview. Pupils 
from several states were in. at- 
tendance and course of study was 
as that of a classical college. Its 
fame spread and soon its capa- 
city wa» taxed to the limit. 


A. R. Benton afterward 
be- 


came president of Butler Univer 
sity. He was followed at Fairyiew 
by Amaziah Hull* and he was 
succeeded by his brother Jasper, 
Later on, came D. R. Van Bus- 
kfrk and W. M: Thrasher, who 
later, was a professor at Butler. 
Remember, academies preceded 
our public schools and lived for 
years after the establishment ol 
them. The outbreak of the CivH 
War practically destroyed! wt 
only the Fairview Academy*, but 
Richland and Flatrock academr 
ies, by taking away the flower ol 
their young manhood. We find 
connected with this 
famous 


school in addition 
to 
those 


named; 
the 
names of John 


Thrasher, (father 
of W. W. 


above named) 
and 
George 


Campbell, who came here from 
Cinctanati: to i«4». The" i&usnVess 
management of the school was 
continuously to the hands of .W. 
W. Thrasher and it was always 
his express wish that when the 
property was no longer used for 
the purpose of its creation, it 
should be sold and the proceeds 
turned ,over to the common 
school fund. 
, The old building still stands, 
with few changes just as it did 
when the call -to arms" took 
away so many of its young men. 


Rush county contains, and has 


produced many globe 
trotters 


and shrine worshippers but with 
all our admiration of the strange 
and beautiful,' the old and the 
famous away from home, we fail 
to see merit to home production. 
We have,been lavish to our 
praise and the state 
prodigal 


with our money, to manuf actur- 
ing famous parks and 
shrines, 


while here at home silence 
or 
concealment, consigns to obliv- 
ion all of which we should just- 
ly and proudly boast. Few seem 
to know that a large locust tree 
still stands east of Moore's Green 
House, that marks the site of 
the home of a former governor, 
of Indiana. That the Hackleman 
homestead was wet with tears 
and stained with the blood of a 
hero, who fell while riding at the 
bead of a rallied columiv and 
whose grave is unmarked toy the 
state or nation, he died to save. 


It requires no argument 
to 


prove that the people of Rush 
county have little pride of a not- 
ed ancestry or care to preserve 
relics of a distantypast. When we 
celebrated our Centennial, 
we 


had a collection of old relics that 
would have enriched any mus- 
eum or constituted one of our 
own of no mean proportion, and 
a* the time it was a subject ot 
much earnest discussion. 
The 


late-Judge Morris and many oth- 
ers were ardent advocates of pre- 
serving those relics and memen- 
tos of early days, .but :tt fell flab 
arid it is safe to say,-that we will 
never again see so complete a 
collection to^the county. Most ot 
the owrexhibitsvcbuld have been 
put in cases 'and located'on the 
third floor. of our / expansive 
court - house and preserved for 
future: generations- and room 
found for all of ft'to. other va- 
cant spaces.

True it is 
a romantic spot, overlooking the 
Ohio river at Madison, while the 
neglected grave I refer to over- 
looks the placid waters of Flat- 
rock and the willows wave a re- 
quium while the turtles and bull' 
frogs sing a dirge. But like Sir 
John Moore, who fell at the bat- 
tle of Corrunna in Spain. "Little 
he'll reck if they let him sleep 
on" hi 
that snake-infested, 


ghoulish spot, while we and our 
children contribute our mite to 
embellish the grave of a woman, 
who never set foot on our soil.
